LOS ANGELES 


The Los Angeles County Museum, renowned for the controversies 
which has inspired rather than for any great amount accom- 
plishments the business furthering art, has landed itself 
unfavorable spotlight once again. The resignation Louise Ballard, 
curator art the museum, coinciding with issues raised over the 
Fourth Annual Exhibition Artists Los Angeles and Vicinity, 
has provided sufficient smoke proclaim that there’s fire some- 
where. Artists, long suffering the hands indifferent society, 
seldom find courage make public objections practices which 
they sincerely believe are contrary ideals fair play. Therefore 
the protests which are now being registered against museum policy 
would seem truly significant index the gravity the 
situation. 

Spearhead the rebellion Hilaire Hiler, upstart Sunday 
painter, but artist many talents and accomplishments with 
considerable reputation this country and abroad. the three 
paintings submitted for the Los Angeles show, none was accepted, 
and Hiler, essentially modest person regarding his own work, was 
moved write letter the museum which concluded: “The 
museum public institution free country. The exhibits should 
inclusive. They should represent all phases and schools thought 
local art. The present policy loss the city and community 
whole.” 

What Mr. Hiler and other artists are taking exception to, both via 
the press and private discussions, revolves around (1) the func- 
tion tax-supported art museum; (2) the rights recognized art- 
ists showing such institution; (3) the jury system, particu- 
larly when the jury (as the present case) comprised not the 
traditional three more persons but one individual. For the last 
two years the arduous responsibility jurying the paintings for 
these annuals has been assumed Roland McKinney, director 
the museum. When rejections and acceptances are determined the 
judgment but single person, matter how catholic his taste 
may be, personal prejudices are bound enter in. doubtful 
anyone ever attains the wisdom and the foresight bestow true 
evaluation the works all his contemporaries. What the artists 
are after equal opportunity presented the museum, and 
they must have juries, settle for one composed enough 
representative artists permit fair showing all schools 
thought. 

Unfortunately, there little the present museum an- 
nual. The impoverished outlook the majority those who are 
exhibited another aspect the situation and one which adds sig- 
nificant commentary the limitations the artists well the 
three one-man juries. Just how much better the show might have 
been under more favorable exhibition procedures matter con- 
jecture. doubt the war has taken its toll producing artists. But 
survey the catalogue reveals absence countless artists who 
are still exhibiting around these parts—Knud Merrild, Man Ray, 
Peter Krasnow, Allen Uliman, Macdonald Wright, Lorser Feitelson, 
Jerre Murry, Etienne Ret, Millard Sheets, Boris Deutch, Helen Lun- 
deberg, Palmer Schoppe, Frode Dann, Arthur Ames, George Samer- 
jan, Joseph Vogel, Paul Clemens, Jules Billington, Max Band, Edward 
Biberman, Phil Dyke, Ivan Bartlett, James Patrick, the van Leydens, 
Milford Zorne—we could almost indefinitely. Why are 
many them absent? Like Mr. Hiler, some were also rejected; 
others, appears, did not even enter their work, either form 
registering their disapproval because they not consider such 
exhibition sufficient importance. This itself serious in-

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THE MUSIC GOES ROUND, Gaisberg (the MacMillan Com- 
pany, Music Goes Round compromise; and com- 
promise, every umpire knows, wrong two ways instead 
one. Gaisberg recording technician. could have writ- 
ten informative reference book the theory and practice and 
history phonograph recording. the other hand, con- 
genial soul, endowed with diplomacy that for half century 
has mingled amicably even with sopranos and tenors. could 
have provided volume acetate gossip about the music makers 
whose arts and artifices have been recorded under his supervision. 
The Music Goes Round has done neither these things thor- 
oughly, but little each. The book moderately informative, 
moderately entertaining. will not best seller, even very 
good seller; but rates the attention the very considerable num- 
ber persons who collect recordings from the early days the disc 
industry. 

Thanks Gaisberg’s combination persistence and 
sources, the clumsy recording methods forty years ago were some- 
how maneuvered into taking impressions the waning Patti and the 
bourgeoning Caruso that today give excellent idea their 
style and tonal quality. Instrumental recording was seldom accept- 
able until the electrical process revolutionized the procedure, and 
discs singers are almost the only interesting survivors from the 
early days. Gaisberg’s statement that the old acoustic method was 
some ways better for the voice than today’s electrical process will 
startle some the younger phonograph devotees, but state- 
ment substantiated many singers. have heard it, for example, 
from John McCormack, who has been making discs for about thirty- 
five years (even today, the age fifty-nine, released last from 
the purgatory ballads, McCormack recording 
London—Mozart, Handel, and Hugo Wolff). For some reason, cer- 
tain modern phonographs fail pick the overtones the acous- 
tic recordings, and many the turntables—despite electricians’ as- 
surance that such thing too high speed, 
distorting tonal quality even modern records, and turning the old 
acoustic discs into caricature. have heard them make Melba sound 
nasal hillbilly. But the right instrument, properly 
adjusted speed, the old voices Tetrazzini, Boninsegna, Marconi, 
Tamagno, and Patti justify Gaisberg’s contention emerging with 
roundness, power, and individuality. 

Gaisberg his best the chapters the experimental early days 
the cylinder, when the industry was saved the slot machine;

box. Chapters Gaisberg’s tour 1903 make records Orien- 
tal music make good reading, and they will doubtless set many 
collector the trail impressions Javanese and Hindu music 
the days before was corrupted the tourist trade.

Victor recording, and Columbia arid other groups makes but 
occasional sniffy reference. sure, spent most his adult 
life London; but book recording should certainly have some- 
thing say about the Camden laboratories, which made most the 
Caruso records, and all the records (except few curiosities) 
Sembrich, Eames, Farrar, Calve, Schumann-Heink, and Gluck. Also, 
there are inaccuracies simple fact. Gaisberg sets down authen- 
tic the strange yarn that Caruso began his career baritone. 
matter record that the age tweny-one, Caruso was singing 
the tenor role L’Amico Francesco, and that thereafter sang 
tenor roles continuously until the end his career.

Over the career Sergei Rachmaninoff hung always pall in- 
completion and disappointment; was end, and was not 
enough that was great. The last that extraordinary cycle 
incomparable pianists who also aspired composers, was, 
next Liszt, the most successful realizing within his lifetime the 
substance his wish. Yet was not enough that his music con- 
stantly was played and heard with respect; could not enter the 
enchanted circle. His major compositions, always well received, 
evoked from the critics certain sense 
ance his music usually centered indifference. Praise also 
centered indifference; there were few Rachmaninoff enthusiasts. 
His imagination did not look the future; provoked cham- 
pions, Busoni did, whose lovers speak with fire their eyes, 
Liszt, who towered above his century prophetically incomplete. 
Rachmaninoff’s power was his competence. His music did not need 
understood. was never fashion. But could played. 
His Preludes, although technically difficult, lay under the hand. The 
effect, appeared, was immediate and delicious. 
whole the music Rachmaninoff not well known. His 
Sonatas, for piano and cello with piano, remain obscurity, though 
not unplayed. Some his songs have programmatic popularity. 
handful his Preludes and Etudes Tableaux have survived repeti- 
tion. The entire cycles still need played. best known 
his Second and Third Symphonies, lugubrious tone-poem, after 
Boecklin, The Isle the Dead, and his four Piano Concertos, espe- 
cially the romantic Second and the chanting, heroic Third, nowadays 
identified with Horowitz. was this concerto that drastically 
upset the pretensions Gieseking, self-styled world’s greatest pia- 
nist. fifth composition for piano and orchestra, Variations 
Theme Paganini, has proved durable and exciting performance. 
Two major works for piano solo, Variations Theme Chopin 
and Variations Theme Corelli, which was fortunate enough 
hear its first public performance, deserve more playing than 
they have received. Yet touched with certain touchstone Busoni, 
his early and late sets Variations Theme Chopin, their 
affinity with the earlier these two sets shows clearly the com- 
inability strike clear outmoded romantic conventions. 
Admirers Rachmaninoff composer have pinned their faith 
upon the durability his masterpiece The lls, setting for chorus 
and orchestra Poe’s exercise verse assonance. Those who 
have not heard can only wait with respect. 
Indeed, one never wished disrespectful toward Rachmaninoff 
during his lifetime now after his death. Yet one remembers with 
regret the year when toured Russia playing only the compositions 
his schoolfellow Scriabin, after that composer’s premature death. 
Why after that did deny Scriabin? Were the standard classics 
much more important? Once heard him play with customary 
magnificence the little minor Toccata Bach, unknown most 
pianists, yet his well-known love early keyboard music did not 
survive few attempts give major place his programs. 
Remembering the agonizing struggle Busoni make the world 
large understand the music believed in—our present attitude 
towards Bach monument his efforts—one regrets. unfortu- 
nate also that Rachmaninoff did not force hear the full body 
his own piano work, which when played resembled the 
authentic voice genius. 
Such appraisal Rachmaninoff, although not unjust, offers 
recognition his real and very great qualities, which have been 
more neglected than his music his contemporaries. Sincerity, 
Eliot remarks, the least praise one can offer even bad 
artist. Yet sincerity was Rachmaninoff’s prime recommendation, and 
sincerity one must add large measure that personal integrity 
which makes ethical and consistent the entire body his work. 
set and maintained high standard workmanship. Rachmaninoff 
was both sincere and good artist. spoke eloquently Russian 
musical langauge, into which his vast knowledge the music all 
periods was well assimilated. stood his own work and more 
merited than received the reputation great talent too easily ac- 
corded many contemporary writers the current fashion. com- 
posed laboriously; the quality his final product best appre-

There great language which sounds like sense and sense. Secre- 
tary Wallace’s speeches (despite the gibberish certain new 
arrival Congress—that paradise doubletalkers) are earth- 
grounded their meaning and moving their eloquence. The Char- 
ter Day address delivered Archibald MacLeish the University 
California here March will stand among the great American 
statements both for its poetic beauty and its soundness historical 
and psychological fact.

Shipyard Acres, project 200 units, located near the 
Basalt Shipyard the Napa River, two and half miles from Napa.

architect. One hundred and thirty houses, comprising 200 units and 
one community building acres was called for. Within this pro- 
gram and limitations the architect went work.

In order that the design details would conform to the standards of the 
United States Public Health Service, Stone, spent many weeks Washington 
while plans were preparation. was assisted his work Architect Lou 
Mulloy. Hayden Perkins, commissioner public health and safety, 
Vallejo, led the campaign for the new hospital and was the chief sponsor for 
the new federal project. addition the main group connected buildings, 
containing wards and 150,000 square feet floor space, there will two 
homes for the 100 nurses and two buildings house the other resident 
employes.

whistles never have been used for musical purposes. Imagine 
over the keyboard steam pipe- -organ, and down, 
with big “crescendo” and “diminuendo,” combination 
cloudy, unpitched steam-sounds, starting piano, conglomerating, 
howering, climaxing and relaxing again.

Planning certainly has not been foreign those who have protected 
anti-social institutions. They have had the fullest appreciation its 
values. The use the special techniques suppression and repres- 
sion have been obvious all who have studied its latest and most 
violent manifestations called “fascism.” Thus must con- 
stantly aware the loose usage the word “planning” and 
must continually ask, “Planning for whom and for what?” Certainly 
only the naive will believe that planning for huge profits and for 
the exploitation both our human and physical resources for pri- 
vate gains will, the long run, the interest the common 
man, for the nation whole. 

Within the field planning itself, the failure secure greater pub- 
support springs from several sources. The lack dramatic and 
constant presentation the accomplishments the past, and the 
possibilities realizable, the future, through the use planning 
techniques, part blame. The failure the planners them- 
selves realize the full challenge and the opportunities afforded 
their profession and their belief that planning must forward 
quiet ‘and conservative way also, part, blamed. Fear 
controversial subjects has kept some planners from tackling neces- 
sary jobs and has caused them indulge avoidance issues, 
costly procedure. Planners, civil servants, many instances dis- 
like sticking their necks out where their heads can lopped off 
politicians who not agree with their philosophy proposals. 
Their first job, then, see that the public gets better under- 
standing the meaning planning, for their welfare individuals 
well for the community whole. Nothing can emphasized 
more than the necessity for directness approach and clarity 
presentation. All can lost generalization, obscuratism, and 
resultant confusion. 

Since generalization avoided, will probably serve well 
this point stop and analyze what can accomplished through 
planning, and what the word planning can truly mean. 

must first establish that planning must for human advance- 
ment, bring about circumstances which will permit man achieve 
better life. Planning cannot make better man, but can prepare 
the grounds upon which better man may developed. Human 
nature will change only when subjected favorable environ- 
ment over long period time. must discard the idea that 
family, moved from slum dwelling public housing develop- 
ment will suddenly blossom forth with full social responsibility. 
The truth remains that may take generation, perhaps two, 
until these people can assume their full social stature, having suf- 
fered human degradation for long. 

Again, must discard advance the idea that freeway PLAN 
great urban redevelopment SCHEME will cause these great public 
improvements take place. The preparation plans only the 
beginning. Plans collecting dust planning department shelves are 
worse than plans all, for they are the evidence lost oppor- 
tunities. must caution that plans must have realism, that they 
must based needs and have timeliness order that they may 
capable securing public support. This does not mean that great 
future plans should not prepared, but does mean that the tran- 
sition from the preparation the plan the application the plan 
must have timeliness. 

Thus immediately essential that list those items which 
need and want badly enough fight for. These are the items for 
which plans can prepared, and will reflect the direction 
our civilization. 
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The Atlantic Charter outlines the basic desires all humanity. 


must plan free ourselves from want and fear. These are the basic 
needs man. The subjects that will need studied and planned 
for, order bring about these freedoms, are many. can list 
them part as: 


Full Employment. Who amongst does not favor Who save 
the representatives organized industry feels that this will pos- 
sible without real planning? How can guarantee the right 
work all men and women equal (as long they are 
able work) unless coordinate all our public 
industrial efforts? 


Full Production. Who does not favor this idea? Who would have 
return economy scarcity world potential plenty? 
How can have the most efficient use our material and human 
resources, that our people and the people the world may 
freed from the want for adequate food and shelter, without complete 
application planning techniques? 

Adequate Distribution. Who can think distribution without know- 
ing the need for application planning principles? must assure 
all the people the equality opportunity acquire that which 
they produce and need. 

Social Security. Great leaders all over the world have recognized the 
need for social security for the aged and the infirm. Consideration 
should given vacations with pay, sick leave, and providing pro- 
tection for women the home (raising the future generation 
citizens) against the possible social irresponsibility her spouse. 
Educational Opportunities. Few will unwilling subscribe 
this need. Few will state that this already does not exist. However, 
fact that must plan our national life that this right shall 
extended all races and creeds regardless economic status. 
must prepare our people become more responsible 
must plan assure them the right learn and the opportunity 
advise themselves. 

Technological Progress. must plan have the inventions already

Three months before that, the President had signed executive order consolidat- 
ing agencies directly and indirectly connected with housing into one main organ- 
ization, the National Housing Agency. The order then divided the NHA into three 
subdivisions: the Federal Housing Administration, the Federal Home Loan Bank 
Administration and the Federal Public Housing Authority. The projects that now
